“Having more adult foster 
homes will promote greater 
independence and a better 
quality of life for vulnerable 
adults who require mini- 
mal care,” said Alabama 
DHR Commissioner Nancy 
Buckner. “We encourage 
Alabamians with space in 
their homes to give adult 
foster care a try and expe- 
rience the life-changing 
rewards firsthand.” 

This program serves 
adults who can live safely 
in a home environment but 
need help or supervision 

- with daily activities. Most 
have been victimized by 
family members or caregiv- 
ers in the past.

The elderly popula- 
tion has continued to expand 
in recent years, running par- 
allel to increasing reports 
of adult abuse, neglect and 
exploitation. 

DHR’s Adult Protective 
Services Division received 
12,033 reports statewide in 
fiscal year 2022, an increase 


of nearly 115% in the past 
10 years. 

Those interested in 
becoming adult foster care 
providers are encouraged 
to contact a county DHR 
office. More information, 
including eligibility require- 
ments, is available at dhr.

Those who want to do something 
special for the pallbearers’ service may choose to select a customized gift 
for each individual. Apart from photographs, these tokens of appreciation| 
may include simple jewelry pieces, pressed flowers from the funeral or an 
inscribed memorial plaque. Some may even choose to gift something of 
the deceased that correlates to his or her relationship with the pallbearer, 
such as a book or music album. 

Thank You Notes. Although it is customary for pallbearers to send| 


: thank you notes to the surviving members of the family, those planning 


the funeral can also consider writing a message to honor the service of 
these individuals, Thank you notes can be brief and only need to express 
gratitude for support and service during the funeral. 

There is no standard for pallbearer gifts, but those who opt to provide! 
them should make sure the gesture is meaningful and honors the service 
- even if just a small token of gratitude.

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PASTOR’S CORNER

[invite you to read Matthew 10:24-39, 
and read the article below. 


In a society driven by comfort, convenience, and indi- 
vidualism, the words of Jesus Christ, as recorded in the 
Gospel of ‘Matthew, continue to resonate with a coun- 
tercultural message. It challenges believers to embrace 
a radical commitment to discipleship, urging them to let 
go of personal desires, take up their crosses, and follow 
Jesus. 

In this powerful passage, Jesus prepares the disciples 
for the difficult journey that lies ahead. He reminds them 
that no servant is greater than their master, implying that 
they should not expect an easier path than the one Jesus 
has walked. The verse reads, “A disciple is not above the 
teacher, nor a slave above the master” (Matthew 10:24, 
NRSV). | 

The passage further delves into the societal challenges 
that await those who choose to follow Jesus wholeheart- 
edly. Jesus warns the disciples about the potential divi- 
sion within families and communities due to their faith. 
He says, “For I have come to set a man against his father, 
and a daughter against her mother, and a daughter-in- 
law against her mother-in-law; and one’s foes will be 
members of one’s own household” (Matthew 10:35-36, 
NRSV). 

The radical demands of discipleship, as portrayed in 
this passage, include a willingness to bear the cross of 
persecution and self-sacrifice. Jesus declares, “Those 
who find their life will lose it, and those who lose their 
life for my sake will find it” (Matthew 10:39, NRSV). 
These words highlight the paradoxical nature of Christian 
commitment, urging believers to let go of worldly attach- 
ments and trust in God’s. providence. 

Moreover, Jesus encourages the disciples not to fear 
those who oppose their faith, reminding them of God’s 
unwavering care and protection. He assures them, “Even 
the hairs of your head are all counted. So, do not be 
afraid; you are of more value than many sparrows” (Mat- 
thew 10:30-31, NRSV). This reassurance strengthens the 
disciples’ resolve and provides them with the courage to 
face persecution and rejection. 

The passage challenges believers today to examine 
their commitment to Christ and evaluate the extent to 
which they have embraced -His teachings. It calls for a 
radical transformation of priorities, where selflessness 
and faithfulness become paramount. Jesus’ words serve 
as a reminder that following Him involves sacrifice and a 
willingness to bear the cost of discipleship. 

This passage resonates with Christians across gen- 
erations, reminding them that the call to discipleship is 
not an easy one. It prompts believers to reflect on their 
own lives and consider how they can live out their faith 
authentically in a world that often values personal com- 
fort over sacrificial love.’ 

As the world continues to grapple with various societal 
and moral challenges, this scripture remains a beacon 
of hope and a call to action. It challenges believers to 
embrace a counter-cultural commitment to their faith, 
urging them to follow Jesus, even in the face of adversity. 
As modern-day disciples seek to navigate a complex and 
rapidly changing world, these words of Jesus offer guid- 
ance, encouragement, and a reminder that true fulfillment 
is found in wholeheartedly following Him, regardless of 
the sacrifices involved. :

*** The SEC released its much anticipated 
conference schedules for the 2024 college football 
season last week and according to the ‘so-called’ 


conference experts a major crisis was avoided and |, 
rivalries between many teams were preserved. The | 


announcement was one of great interest to coaches 
and fans due to the fact the league will grow from 14 
to 16 teams in the 2024 season because of the addition 
of Texas and Oklahoma, and because league officials 
made it clear they wanted to avoid sending any teams 
back to a location they traveled to in 2023, and to keep 
all sixteen schedules balanced. The ’24 conference 
schedule for Alabama will include both teams that were 
in last season’s SEC finals with a home game against 
Georgia and a road trip to LSU, as well road games 
at Tennessee, Vanderbilt and Oklahoma, and home 
games against Missouri, Auburn and South Carolina. 

. With the schedule change, former Western Division 
rivals such as Ole Miss, Mississippi State, Texas A & 
M and Arkansas will now dot the schedule every other 
season. Auburn probably wasn’t as happy as Tide fans 
since the Tigers will hit the road for games against both 
Alabama and Georgia, even though the other two road 
games will not be anywhere as tough against Kentucky 
and Missouri. Home games will include Arkansas, 

” Vanderbilt, Oklahoma and Texas A & M. Gone from 
the schedule in ’24 will be former West division foes 
LSU, Mississippi State, Ole Miss and Texas A & M. 
While there is not an easy schedule on the list, local 
sportswriters for all the teams as well as fans will no 
doubt sing the blues. Yep, football season will be just 
as interesting as ever!
